and is very Ravenous. There are alſo ſe- 


veral Kinds of Sea Monſters here, there 1s 


a Fiſh of a large Size, that 1s called the 
Bottle-Noſe, it is about 14 Foot long and 
very thick about the Shoulders, of this 
Sort none ever attempts to catch any. 
There are great Numbers of Sharks or 
Shark. The Head and Mouth of this Fiſh 
are large, in Proportion to the reſt of the 
Body. The Number of its Teeth is alto- 

ether uncertain, and varies according to 


the Age of the Fiſh ; it having been obſer- 


ved, and delivered by Men worthy. of Cre- 


dit, that this Kind breeds new Teeth every 
Year, as long as it lives. It is ſaid to have 


three Rows of Teeth, very hard, ſtrong, 
and ſharp. This F iſh is alſo very common 
in the Weſt Indies, &c. and is very

I was received with great Civility in every 
Reſpe&. We have been beſet with Ice 
twelve Days, and very little Proſpect of 
getting clear. By this Days Obſervation, 
we were in Latitude 78 Degrees and 3 Mi- 
nutes, and about eight Leagues from 
Greenland, the Land then bore N. E. of 
us, high, bold, and looked very Moun- 
tainous, ſeperated by ſmall Valleys,” of 
which there are great Numbers. Be- 
tween. the 8. Point, or Point-Negro, 
and Fair-Foreland, the Northmoſt Point, 
is about 30 Leagues: Theſe Mountains 
are always covered with Snow. The 
Weather pretty moderate for about eight 
Days paſt, and not ſo immenſely Cold as 
often Repreſented, I think not ſo Cold 
as in ſome Parts of England in Winter. 
We had 20 Sail in fight this Afternoon, a- 
mongſt which were the Leviathan, of Lon- 
don; the Royal-Bounty, and the Leith, of 
Leith; ; and the e of W bil- 
by, the reſt unknown to us. 


On Tuęſday the 26th, and Wedneſday 
the 27th, {till beſet wh te; calm Wea- 
? | ther 
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ther, with gentle Breezes from the N. 


by Obſervation. in Latitude 78 Degrees 
and 24 Minutes. We ſaw two Fiſh, one 


each of theſe Days, the latter within one 
Hundred Yards of our Ship, which Fohn 
Robinſon hove a Harpoon at, but unfortu- 


nately miſs'd it, tho? not five Yards off the 


Fiſh : This was the firſt attempt me made 


to ſtrike at any Fiſh, nor had we before a- 


ny fair Opportunity. 
On Sunday the 3 iſt, we then had been 


beſet with Ice ever ſince the 17th, and had 


drove along with the Pack about twelve 
Miles every Day, ſo that we were drove 
in Latitude 79 Degrees... This Morning 
we had ſmall Streams of Water, we then 
unmoored our Ship from the Piece of Ice 
ſhe was made faſt too, to puſh further to 
the N. W. if poſſible. About 11 o'Clock 
at Night, we ſaw a large Whale a little to 
Leeward of our Ship, it came up and Blew 
three Times; we immediately lowered 
down a Boat, but being too cloſe beſet 
with Ice, before we got the Boat into clear 
Water the Fiſh was gone. We then 


thought we were out of Favour with For- 
tune, having had no ſucceſs as yet, we 


lower'd other three Boat down to be in 
f rea- 
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readineſs in caſe any thing ſhould happen. 
On Monday the iſt of Fune, we kept four 
Boats upon the Watch, and faw ſeveral 
Fiſh, but could not come at them; we alſo. 
faw ſeveral Sea-Unicorns. This Fiſh is 
ſomewhat of the Nature of the Whale; 
and often found about Greenland, Iceland, 
and other Northern Iſlands. On the Top 
of the left Part of the upper Jaw, or Fore- 
head, it hath one only Tooth, or Horn, 
of a large Size, being ſix or ſeven Foot in 
Length, ſometimes more; and in Thick- 


neſs equal in Proportion to its Length; 


{treight and tapering, curPd or twiſted 
about to the End. The Female is faid to 
have no Horn, but a Dint or Hollow, in 
that Place of her Forchead. The Horn is 
made uſe of by the Dutch, as Ivory. This 
Fiſh is about nine Foot in Length. It caſts 


its Young like the Whale, which is after 


the Manner of Land Animals: and is ſup- 
poſed to receive them into her Belly, when 
in Danger. One of our Greenland Ships, 
about fifteen Years ago, found a Female 


of this Kind dead on the Ice, and in the 


Belly of it a Female young one, which was 


in Length, from the Tip of its Snout to 


the End of its Tail, fix Foot. It is not to 
be ſuppoſed. that a young one of that Big+ 


neſs

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neſs had been ever brought forth; or that 


the Dam devour'd it for Food; but rather 
that it took it in, to ſecure it an ſome

r two Hours and a Half. For three 


Days paſt we had but little clear Water; 
had 4 Boats on the Brain Watch; was near 
ſeveral Fiſh but could not come at them. 
About 4 o' Clock in the Afternoon, we 
were ob LY to take our Boats on Board, 
by reaſon of the Ice cloſing: By Obſerva- 
tion in Latitude of 78 Degrees and 58 Mi- 
nutes; in ſight of the Land to the North- 
ward, which we took to be Hacluit's Head- 
land; we had ſeveral e in Dent, 


On Wedneſday the 3d, we ſaw ſeveral 
Fiſh, Richard. Almon ſtruck at one and 
mits di it; a Dutchman about a Mile to the 
Windert got faſt to one, but loſt it after it 
had run out two Boat Lines. We were 


ſtill cloſe beſet with Ice, in Sight of the 


Headland, having ſometimes ſmall Streams 
of Water, but very rare, for they ſoon 
cloſed up again, We have been beſet with 


Ice ever ſince the 17th of laſt Month, in 


which Time we had drove with the Pack 


76 
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76 Degrees 40 Minutes to 79 Degrees, 
which is 140 Miles. By this Days Obſer- 
vation we were in Latitude 79 Degrees, 
diſtant from Whitby 1506 Miles. | 


On Thurſday the 4th, we Warped a- 
way to the Southwards in hopes to find 
ſome clear Water, but could make little 
' Progreſs, on account of the cloſeneſs of 
the Ice. Several Ships in ſight, moſtly 
Dutch, one Juſt under our Stern; we fre- 
quently were ſeeing Fiſh, but the Ice was 
fo cloſe there was no Poſſibility of getting 
at them; we ftill had the Headland of 
Greenland in ſight, bearing E. by N. of us: 
The Froſt for two Days paſt more ſevere 
than it had been all the Time we were in 
that Country, but not ſo ſevere as often 
repreſented by ſome, I have found it much 
Colder in England in the Months of 
March and April, ſo that it is manifeſtly 
clear and evident, that the Ice is Congeal- 
ed together when it is all Darkneſs or 
Night, which conſequently breaks out in 
Shoals when the Light or Days begin to 
Lenthen; we could obſervenear the Land, 
Mountains of Ice, above a thouſand Yards ' 
jn height, in the different Forms of Rocks, 
Towers, Oc. which the Sea has no Power

of Melting; the Pieces that Floats on the 
Surface of the Water are above 15 Fathom 
thick, and three or four Feet thick of Snow 
on the Top. The Southerly Swells, - 
with the Wind, daſhes one Mountain of 
Ice againſt another, which cruſh them into 

Pieces, and theſe Pieces daſh Permiſcuouſ- 
ly together, which ſets with the Current, 
this with the Southerly Swells, is the 
greateſt reaſon I can give or appre- 
hend for making ſo many Pieces of Ice 
Float in the Sea, in Shoals, c. There 
has been ſeveral Ships nip'd together by 
two Pieces of Ice in a Moment, and the 
Crew had no Way of ſaving themſfclves, 
it being merely Impoſſible, ſo that Veilels 
are never out of Danger in thoſe Seas. 


On Sunday the 7th, we wrought to the 
S. E. in ſmall Streams of Water, and 
have been in clear Water theſe two Days 
paſt, but have never ſeen a Fiſh ſince we 
got into it. Several Ships in ſight, moſtly 

Dutch, only two Engliſh, they were the 
Leviathan, of London, and the Fames-and- 
Mary, of Whitby. The Ice begun to cloſe 
on us again in very weighty Pieces. Still 
ſmall hopes of any Succeſs this Seaſon. 
About eleven o' Clock in the Forenoon we 
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got into clear Water again, and had got 
through ſeverallarge Pieces of Ice, S. by E. 
in Company with a Dutch Ship. At four 
o'Clock we faw a large Field of Ice to the 
N. E. we ſteered our Courſe for it; got in- 
to clear Water. A Dutch Ship about a 
Mile a-Head of us found a dead Fiſh and 
brought it up at the Ice, they made faſt and 
begun Fiſhing, we got up to them at eight 
o* Clock at Night, and made faſt along-fide 
of them Me ſaw ſeveral Fiſh and lower'd 
out 2 Boats directly, but could not come | 
vp with any of them. 


On Monday the ach, about 12 o' Clock, 
the Wind came to N. E. ſo that we were 
obliged to unmoor and ſtand to the Weſt- 
ward, without any further Succeſs. In 
the Afternoon we return' d to the fame 
Field of Ice, and made faſt, in Company 
with the afore- mentioned Dutch Ship. 

On Tueſday the ↄth at ſeven o Clock in the 
Evening, we unmoored and ſtood to the 
N. E. to ſeek a Paſſage round the Pack 
Eaſtward, ſtill in Company with the Dutch 

Ship: Had ſeen no Fiſh for two Days paſt. 
We had tempeſtuous Gales from the N. 
or two Days; we could find no Paſſage 
* N. E. ſo we made faſt again to 
the 
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the Ice. We were then, by Obſervation, 
in Latitude 79 Degrees 11 Minutes. 


© On Wedneſday the roth in the Morning, 
ve could ſee the Land, it bore E. S. E. of 
us, the Weather was now Calm and Plea- 
ſant. This Day we could ſee no Ships, ex- 
cept one, which we took for the Fames- 
and. Mary, of Whitby, and the Dutch Ship 
in Company with us. On the ith, a- 
bout 40 Clock in the Afternooon, the Ice, 
on a Swell riſing from the S. obliged us 
to unmoor again and ſtand to the South- 
ward, there then were ocher two Dutch 
Ships come upto this Ice, but were obliged 
to get under way again; then we were in 
Company with three Dutch Ships, and 
another Ship in ſight, about three Leagues 
to the Leeward, we could only juſt deſern 
her from our Topmaſt-Head, . 


On Sunday the 14th, we were cloſe be- 
ſet with Ice, with boiſterous Gales of Wind 
from the S. and S. E. till in fight of the 
above-mentioned Ships. We ſaw ſeveral 
Fiſh, but could get Faſt to none tho? we 
made ſeveral attempts: We therywere in 
very indifferent Hopes of any Succeſs this 
Seaſon, notwithſtanding all poſſible En-

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deayours to the contrary. From Sunday | 
the 14thto Wedne/day the 17th, we kept 
plying to the V. and N. F. in Latitude 


79 Degrees 18 Minutes, in fight of four 5 


Ships more, but ſaw no Fiſh. From Wed- 
neſday the 17th to Friday the 19th, we 
_ Kept / Zoo about in clear Water, in Hopes 
to get a Paſſage to the N. F. but could 
not for the Ice: Fell in with an Alderney 
Ship this Morning, the Captain came on 
Board of us, and deſired us to keep him 
Company, which we readily complyed 
with; no more Ships in ſight, we having 
loſt ſight of the 3 Dutch Ships that were 
in Company with us Yeſterday. In the 
Afternoon paid a Viſit to the Doctor, and 

was kindly Entertained, he inform'd me 
the Exeter had got three Fiſh, the Eliza- 
beth of Liverpool two, with another Ship 
in Company two. We have ſcen no Fiſh 

for ſometime ; by Obſervation come back 
to Latitude 78 Degrees 8 Minutes, and 
running S. E. before the Wind in Hopes 
to get — the Weſtward. | 


On Thurſday the 2 5th, we bebe Work- 
ing to the S. E. ſtill, in Company with a 
Hamburg Ship, when we got into clear 


Water the above OY left us, and Steer d 
South- 
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ZSoduthwards, and we for the W. on pur- 
poſe to get into the Ice again: we had ſeen 
no Fiſh ſince Sunday the 14th. About 
eleven o' Clock, we ſaw the Ice again; no 
Ships in ſight Our chance then I thought 
very bad, the Seaſon being almoſt over. 
We heard of ſeveral Men loofing their 
Lives in the Seal Fiſhery this Year, not- 
withſtanding ſeveral Ships had great Suc- 

ceſs, ſome Ships having got 7000 Seals. 
There are four Sorts of Seals, (viz. ) the 
Clapmouch, Saddle-Back, Spotted, and 
Grey. The Clapmouch Seal is the larg- 
eſt, and is about the Size of a Scotch Runt 
or Welch Cow, they are of various Colours, 
and has white Streaks upon them like a 


griſly Cow. When they Kill a Seal they | 


have what they call Seal Clubs, which is 
Sharp at one End and a large Hammer or 
Club at the other. The Male, when 
ſtruck, blows up, on the Forehead, fome- 
think like a'large Bladder that cannot be 
Pierced through by the Hammer, it being 
Impenetrable, but then they inſtantly ap- 
ply the ſharp End, which pierces the Blad- 
der, and lets out the Wind and Blood 
that is in it, and then it ſoon Dies. The 
Saddle-Back, is next in Size to a Clap- 
mouch, but eafier Kill'd, they are all va- 


I- 


riegated with Spots like a Leopard, but 
the Spots are larger. The Spotted, re- 
ſembles the Saddle-Back very much, only 
it has a greater Variety of Spots, and is a- 
bout the Size of a Calf. The Grey is near 
the fame Size as the Spotted, and has a 
white Belly. The Seals comes upon the 
Ice and lies and Sleeps upon the Snow like 
Flocks of Sheep. What is very Remark- 
able there are always two or three or more 
in the Flock awake, as if they were keep- 
ing Watch, to alarm the reſt that are 
| alleep, if in Caſe any thing approach Dan- 
gerous unto them. Some N aturaliſts are 
of Opinion, they have this inſtinct Secun- 
dum Naturum, notwithſtanding what many 
may obſtinately perſiſt in to the Contrary. 
I have ſeen when any Perſon went near a 
Flock of them, they inſtantly all jump'd 
into the Sea, tho' it is certain they are of 
a lethargick Nature, for I have ſeen ſome 
of the old ones juſt open their Eyes and in- 
ſtantly cloſe them again and Sleep. The 
Young are very much given to Sleep, for 
J have ſeen a Man take one of the Snow 
that is upon the Ice and carry it a conſider- 
able Diſtance off, and it never awaked un- 
til he threw it into the Boat. . The Valu 
of a Seal is very inconſiderable, tho? its Oil

On Monday the 
6th, at 2 o*'Clock in the Morning, we 
let fall all our Boats, and in about Half an 
Hour after Richard Griſe got faſt to a Fiſh, 
and was ſoon ſeconded by all our Boats, 
with four Boats from the Dolphin, who 
Vas very Neighbourly in Aſſiſting us; we 
KilPd it in about an Hour. The Jowl was 
21 Feet Broad, and the inner Jowl, or 
| whatis called the Whale-Bone, ten Feet 
two Inches.

On Thur/daythe gth, about two o' Clock 
in the Morning, we ſaw ſome Fiſh, and in- 
ſtantly lower*d down two Boats, and came 
up with a Fiſh that was juſt Dying, Jacob 
Grim ſtruck a Harpoon into it, which 
ſecured it as our Property: The Dolphin's 
Boat was not one hundred Yards of it. 
All Hands were call'd up, and all the Boats 
Mann'd, who with the Aſſiſtance of the 
Dolphin's Boats, towed it along-fide of our 
Ship before eight o' Clock the fame Morn- 
ing. The Dolphin's Crew ſtruck a Fiſh 
on the 8th, in the Afternoon, and we 
Aſſiſted them with four Boats, and towed

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it along- ſide of their Ship in about two 
Hours; ſo them and us were pretty Fortu- 
nate for two Days paſt, having both got 
a large Fiſh each Day. We were ſtill in 
clear Water, and within ſight of the Ice; 
had moderate Weather, and ſaw Num- 
bers of large Fiſh the four preceding Days, 
which was the only run we had ſeen this 
Seaſon. The Bone of the firſt Fiſh was ten 
Feet and a Half Long, and we expect it 
will Weigh about a Ton, when clean, 
which is Valued at 500 J. It is merely Im- 
poſſible to Deſcribe theſe Creatures, they 
are ſo myſtical and occult to my Demon- 
ſtration. When View'd theſe enormous 
Creatures, the following Words in the 
civ. Pſalm and 24, 25, and 26th Verſes,

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* ders in the deep. The Whale is a- 
bout fifty or ſixty Feet in Length, ſome- 
times e ; and about twelve high, 
the Length of his Chap about eighteen 
Feet. - His Tongue is ſaid to weigh above ö 
four Ton, and is as big as a large Feather 
bed, it is incloſed in long Pieces of what 
we call Whalebone. I heſe Pieces are co- 
vered with Hair, like the Skin of a Horſe, 
He has only two large Fins, which ate faſt- 
ened to his Shoulder-blades. His Tail ĩs 
forked, Ake a Swallow” 8. The Colour on 
bie Ba is blackiſh, his Belly white. 
The Back of the Fiſh is commonly full F 
Scars and Scratches, which it is ſuppoſed 6 
he receives from ſwimming under tlie Ice. 
The Fat we Flea or Flinch off, is fixteen 
Inches thick, and lies on the out fide, like 
the Fat of a Pig. He is very Active, 
conſidering his huge Size, and. if fur- 
prized can fink in a Second. He is 
very quick in hearing, for he has a Pipe | 
or Conductor which carries the ſound to 
the Drum of the Ear, he alſo has a Tympa- 
num like the human Species. His Eyes 
are not in Proportion to his Body, not 
being much larger than the Eye of an Ox, 
but what is Remarkable, his Eyes are 
9 in the inſide, below where he Blow 
out 


— 
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out his Breath, which is not from his 
Mouth, but two Holes about 16 Feet be- 


low his Jowl; he has ſtrong Optick Muſ- 


cels, the Orbit and Papula much like the 
Human Species, with the Cornua in Pro- 


portion. It is almoſt impoſſible to Pierce. 
his Genitals The Yard of a large Fin 


is 12 Feet long, and thick in Proportion. 
Theſe Fiſh Generate in the Water, Belly 
to Belly. As to his internal and inteſtine 


as ſoon as the Blubber is taken of, they 
throw them away, therefore I cannot De- 
ſcribe his Inſide. The different Sorts 
of Species of Whales, ſee Deſcribed in the 
Deſcription of Greenland. The Manner 
of Killing a Whale is as follows: As ſoon 
as a Whale is perceived, the Word is im- 
mediately given, and every Man haſtens 
from the Ship into the Boat to which he 
properly belongs; for every Ship has ſeven 
or eight Boats, to each of which ſix Men 
are appointed. As ſoon as the Boats come 
ſufficiently near the Whale, the Harpoon- 
er ſtrikes him with his Harpoon, or barb*d 


Dart, and the Fiſh, feeling himſelf Wound- 


ed, ſhoots, with the ſwiftneſs of an Arrow, 
down to the Bottom of the Sea. Great 

Precaution is therefore neceſſary that the 
N Line, 
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Line, one End of which is faſtened to the 


Harpoon, runs freely out, for ſhould it 


by any Accident be ſtopped, there will be 


a neceſſity of cutting it immediately, to 


keep the Boat from Sinking. And to 


revent the Gunwale, or upper Part of the 
nde of the Boat from firing by the violent 
Friction of the Rope, one of the Seamen 
conſtantly wets it with a Mop. while ano; 


ther ſtands ready with an Axe in his Hand 


to cut the Rope, in Caſe any thing ſhould 
prevent its running out with the neceſſary 
Freedom. After the Whale has continu- 


ed ſome Time near the Bottom of the Sea, 


which 1s here ſome hundred Fathoms deep, 
he is forced to come up to the Surface of 
the Water for Air, where he makes ſuch 
a dreadful Noiſe with his Blowing, that 


ſome have compared it to the firing of Can- 


non. While he continues on the Surface, 
a ſecond Harpoon is fixedin him, on which 
he again plunges into the Deep, but can- 


not continue ſo long under Water as the 


firſt time. On his coming up they Pierce 
him with Spears in the vital Parts, till he 
Spouts up Sreams of Blood inſteed of Wa- 
ter, beating the Waves with his Tail and 


Fins, till the Surface is covered with Foam 
the Boats continuing to follow him, often 


for 
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for ſeveral Leagues, till he has loſt his 


Strength. When Dying he turns himſelf 
upon his Back, and it towed either on Shore 


or to the Ship, if they are at a diſtance 


from the Land, or the Coaſt rendered in- 
acceſſible by the Ice. Their next Buſineſs 
is to cut of the Blubber, and either Boil 
the Fat into Oil, or Barrel up the Pieces 
and bring them Home, where the Oil is 
extracted. The Engliſh engaged in the 
Whale Fiſhery during the laſt Century, 
uſed to build Huts on the Shore, where 


they extracted the Oil from the Blubber 


of the Whale; but this Practice has for 
many Vears been diſcontinued, and the 
Blubber, as it is taken from the Whale, 


is packed up in Caſks, and brought to 


England, where the Oil is extracted. E- 


very Whale is computed to produce from 


60 to 100 Barrels of Oil, the Value of 
which is from three to four Pounds a Bar- 
rel. The Ships commonly quit thoſe Seas 
by the middle of July; for then the Fiſh be- 
gin to Gender, and are very Miſchievous. 
The Male and Female, as the Whale-catch- 
ers relate, Couple in a moſt loving Man-

ſhip begun, till the Female, fir'd by Luſt

On Thurſday the th of Juſy, about 
two o Clock in the Afternoon, we brought 
up in Matlina Bay, in the Latitude 80 
Degrees 20 Minutes, along with a 

. ; 0142 
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Dolphin of Liverpool. There was three 
Ships in the Bay when we brought up, and 


bother two came in ſoon after; they had all 
Fiſh on Board. The Land here is very 


Mountainous; the Rocks very High, and 
produces nothing but Scurvy-Graſs. There 
is great Numbers of wild Fowls, ſuch as 
Geeſe, Looms, Rooks, Duff keys, and 
Ducks. Freſh' Water comes down from 


the Mountains in great Plenty. Here we 


begun to put our Blubber into Caſks, 


Which employ'd all our Hands, it is 8 


hardeſt Work belonging to the Greenland 


Fiſhery. We Anchored here in eighteen 
Fathom of Water; the Bottom ſeemed to 


be ſandy Clay, for it came up on the Bot- 


land, Hambrougb, &c. but this ſeems to 
be the moſt Commodious. We ſtayed in 


this Bay from Thurſday the gth until Sa- 


turday the 11th. This Morning the Brow- 


nell of Londa brought up in the Bay, ſhe 


had nine Fiſh on Board, ſome of them 12 


Feet Bone. About fix 0 Clock in the Af- 


ternoon, we weighed Anchor and put to 
Sea, in Company with the Dolphin of Li- 
verpool, and ſeveral other Ships.

Hlacluit's Headland, at fix o' Clock on Sun- 

day the 12th, about ſeven Leagues to the 
N. of MakhmaBay. The Ships that brought 
up here with us, were the Dolphin of Li- 
verpool, the Leviathan, the Riſing- Sun, 
and the Spring-Field of London ; and the 


Exeter of Exeter. There ſeems to be good
